Response to Amendment : 

1. Applicant's arguments filed on 10/15/02 with respect to claims 
1-12 are not deemed persuasive. 

Applicant alleges that Luzeski does not teach using a language 
independent request for access the resources because JAVA is a 
platform independent programming language, not a language 
independent . 

This is not found persuasive. Luzeski teaches using HTTP 
protocol for exchanging Java Applets or requests between client 
browser and server. Since HTTP is a language independent 
communication protocol, Luzeski ' s teachings are still seen meeting 
the claim limitation. 

Applicant also alleges that since claim 1 contain means-plus- 
function language, COBRA software components should be read into 
the claim. 

The examiner disagrees. First, it is submitted that COBRA was 
not explicitly cited in the present claims. Moreover, use of HTTP 
server was also disclosed in the present specification ( see page 7, 
lines 16-17 ) . Thus, reading the application of language independent 
HTTP protocol into the present claims is indeed consistent with the 
present disclosure .
